In the national competi¬ 
tion of Communities-in- 
Bloom, Fort Erie was rec¬ 
ognized as the winner last 
weekend, at an awards cer¬ 
emony in Edmonton. 

Fort Erie was judged in a

Special recognition for 
the Point Abino Lighthouse 
Restoration was also 
received.

This award means that 
Fort Erie received higher 
scores than any other 
Canadian municipality in 


the same category in areas 
of tidiness, environmental 
action, urban forestry, her¬ 
itage conservation, land¬ 
scapes and floral display. 

The national judges spe¬ 
cifically recognized the 
efforts of the Crystal Beach 
Beautification Committee 
for the floral displays along 
Ridge and Erie Roads, the 
War of 1812 celebrations, 
the benefits of the adopt-a- 
park program and the 
museum's efforts to pre¬ 
serve local heritage. 

Fort entered the compe¬ 
tition for the first time in 
2004 and this recent acco¬

After chasing him out the door and 
down a stretch of Dufferin Street, a pair 
of scissors fell out of the man's pocket, 
which she assumes was used to cut the 
rope that held the jar down. It 
also held in place with sev¬ 
eral pieces of duct tape. 

Even though it only held 
about forty or fifty dollars, 
the furious staff member 
says it's the principle of the 

dollars, this person stole 
from a food bank," she said.

the town. 

His biggest concern is 
McGuinty's decision to 
prorogue, put a pause to 
any further proceedings 
within the provincial gov¬ 
ernment. 


Martin says there are a 
number of projects 
underway that need the 
province's availability. 

"It's unfortunate at this 
critical time for us, every¬ 
thing comes to a halt." 

McGuinty has been 
criticized by Martin and 
many local residents in 
the last few years over 
issues mainly Involving 
and the Fort 
Erie Racetrack. 

Martin said it's the cur¬ 
rent government itself 
that essentially is who 
should be taking the 
brunt of the criticism, 
also some of the deci¬ 
sions impacting Fort Erie 
made to pur- 



"I don't think they were 
deliberately trying to do 
any harm to Fort Erie," 
said Martin. 

Locally, the govern¬ 
ment made the unpopu¬ 
lar decision to close the 
Fort Erie Race Track Slots 
earlier this year. 

“It came out of the 
blue," Niagara Falls 
Liberal MPP Kim Craitor 
said of McGuinty's resig¬ 
nation. 

"He’s premier right up 
until we went into that 
special caucus meeting. 

“He just kind of said it 
was time. I know how it 
feels, and I know the wear 
and pressure it takes on 
you and your fam¬ 


ily.” 

Shortly after hearing 
the announcement, 
Craitor said the impact of 
McGuinty’s decision 
hadn’t sunk in yet. But he 
said he felt the premier 
made clear it was time to 

He said McGuinty 
couched his decision in 
terms of Ontarians' 
needs, not the party’s. 

“I know Dalton 
McGuinty the person,” 
Craitor said. “The man 
truly does care.” 

On Tuesday, the Fort 
Erie Times put out a call 
to online readers through 
its Facebook page, asking 
for thoughts on his resig¬ 
nation. 


Robert Brown said this 
is an opportunity for the 
two other political par¬ 
ties in Ontario to step up 
to the plate. 

"It's time now for the 
NDP and the PC's to get 
this province back on 
track," he said. 

Lori Ramsey said she 
hopes this is good news 
for Fort Erie's biggest 
employer. 

"Hopefully our race¬ 
track will now have a 
chance to remain open," 
she said.

The Salvation Army in Fort 
Erie is looking for volunteers 
to help with their Christmas 
Kettle season, which will 
kick off Nov. 15 until Dec.

“It’s really about commu¬ 
nity helping community,” he 
said. 

Because the Christmas 
season in busy for most peo¬ 
ple, he said they’re challeng¬ 
ing the people of Fort Erie to 
give up something they may 
not have a lot of - time. 

“We’re asking people to 
give up three hours a week to 
stand at the kettle and keep 
the pot boiling,” he said.

Helen Peacock was more 
than a dance teacher to her 
students. 

She was a role model, an 
example of what a person 
should be as they went 
through the ups and downs 
of everyday life.

In the school's earlier 
years, it was operated out of 
their family home, before 
moving to a bigger studio in 
Ridgeway and eventually to 
its current location on 
Dominion Road. 

Hensler said although she 
didn't have any brothers and 
sisters biologically growing 
up, it certainly didn't seem 
that way. 

"I was happy to make all 
the connections... I never 
felt like an only child," said 
Hensler. 

It was the compassion and 
dedication that Peacock 


exemplified for her students 
that made the Peacock 
School of Dance such a spe¬ 
cial place, said Venturini.

The Fort Erie Arts Council applied for 
a grant from the Aviva Community Fund 
for upgrades to the Sanctuary Centre for 
the Arts to include a child and youth art 
workshop. 

“This grant would allow us to provide 
our facility with upgrades. This is differ¬ 
ent from any other grant we’ve applied 
for because this is specifically youth 
focused. We're looking to get the youth 
more involved,” said Ben Featherston, 
volunteer with the arts council. 

The Fort Erie Arts Council has part¬ 
nered with the Sanctuary Centre for the 
Arts to serve the community of Greater 
Fort Erie and support and promote art¬ 
ists in the Niagara Region. They are 
expanding their programs to offer work¬ 
shops for youth and children in the 
Niagara Region, and they are looking to 
develop their on-site resources to make 
that goal a reality. 

They are hoping to be able to buy 
tools such as drawing horses and a dry¬ 
ing rack, which are needed for their 
drawing and painting workshops.
